The one-page Special Days docu- 
ments can be a birthday, anniver- 
sary or flashback report with 
highlights in sports, history, science, 
entertainment, business, strange and 
weird happenings, and prices of ev- 
eryday commodities. They are espe- 
cially attractive when printed on 
parchment paper available at com- 
puter stores. Mail-order sources for 
the paper are given in the manual. 
Footprints in History prints a multi- 
page time-line document after you 
enter major moments in a person's 
life (or a business, a church, school, 
club, etc.) This time line helps give a 
more complete picture of an ances- 
tor (or an organization) it is shown 
in historical context. Those prepar- 
ing a family history would do well to 
include this sort of background 1n- 
formation to add interest to their 
writing. 

Screen menus are self-explana- 
tory, and the illustrated manuals are 
understandable — in contrast to 
most. With the quick-start instruc- 
tions, experienced computer users 
won’t have to read the manual ex- 
cept for some fine points. You'll need 
an IBM PC or compatible with 256 K 
RAM and DAS versions 2.1+. With 
DOS 3.0+ Footprints required 320 K 
RAM. The printer options include 
lasers.
